“The Board of Aldermen to- 
day enacted a budget of $61.,- 
853,012 for the current fiscal 
year. The vote was 19 to 2, 
with eight members absent. 

The budget is $1,937,495 less | 


than the original proposal of | 


$63,790,507 submitted to the 
Board last April, and $2,897,- 
124 more than the $58,955,888 


budget for the last fiscal year. 

The vote came after the 
board. caucused to consider | 
cuts of $686,550 recommended | 


by the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. The aldermen repeat-" 
edly had turned down propos- | 
als for increasing revenue suf- 
ficiently to balance the budget. 

Little Cut in Services. 

In -recommending the cuts, 
Alderman William C. Brady, 
chairman of the Ways and. 
Means Committee, said they 
would not curtail any city 
services substantially in the 
current year, because some 
sav had been made possi- 
ble..during the first three 
months of the year by the 
freézé on payroll, and expendi- 
turé accounts in all depart- 
ments, 

“I recommend these cuts,” 
Brady said, “only because this 
board would not adopt any 
more revenue measures at this 
session.” 

The votes against the budget 
were cast by President Donald 
Gunn and Alderman Joseph F. 
Noel, (Dem.) Twenty-seventh 
Ward. | 

Gunn said he was opposed | 
to the cuts because they might 
result in serious curtailment of 
hospital and nursing care. In 
addition, he said, “This is 
merely a bookkeeping entry 
and should be compensated for | 
by a reduction in anticipated 
reversions at the end of the | 
year.” 

‘Postpones Difficulty.’ 

“This budget does not cor- 
rect, but merely postpones the 
city’s ‘ economic = _ difficulty,” 
Gunn added. “It is not based 
on thorough study of the bud- 
get, but amounts, in effect, to 
a cut in salary accounts. It has | 
been conceived in and born 
under the pressure of a desire 
to adjourn and is, therefore, 
less than a deliberate effort 
to-serve the people by finding 
a real solution to our fiscal 
crisis.” 

Noel said he was opposed to 
the budget for the same rea- 
sons, and believed the board | 
should try to find more faves! 
nue and solve the city’s fi- 
nancial plight. He said the day | 
of reckoning will come at the | 
end of this fascal year. 

Alderman Joseph B. McDon- | 
ald (Rep.), Twenty-fifth Ward, 
said he was opposed to the| 
budget cuts, but would vote | 
reluctantly for the measure. | 

“The first order of business,” 
he said, “should be to arrive 
at a true budget and then set 
about to raise the necessary

It then issued a decision in 
Raylaine’s favor. 
Under Study by House Unit. 
Both sets of records are be- 
ing studied by a House Armed 
Services subcommittee which is 
investigating charges that 
Adams, President Eisenhower's 
chief aid, brought “improper” 
and “highly unethical” pres- 
sure on the appeals board. 
The charges were made by

In a letter to Raylaine on 
Dec. 8, 1942, Comptroller Gen- 
eral Warren, then head of the 
GAO. told the New Hampshire 
textile company: 

“While the disallowance of 
your claim would appear to 
be proper on the basis of the 
so-called ‘technicality’—that is, 
failure to give the 10-day no- 
tice of delay as required by 
the contract—the facts in the 
case would not justify favor- 
able consideration of your 
claim, even if such notice had 
been given.” 

$653,500 Contract. 

Raylaine, then in Manches- 
ter. N.H., had signed a $653,500 
contract with the Army a year 
before the United States en- 
tered World War II to supply 
250.000 yards of serge cioth. 
From the outset, the company 
had difficulty meeting delivery 
schedules. 

Penalties totaling $79,086 
were assessed against the firm 
After long negotiations, this 
was reduced to $49,771 and this 
sum was deducted from the 
payment due the company 
under the contract. 

The GAO, set up by Con- 
gress as the Government's fis- 
cal “watchdog” agency, upheld 
the penalty in 1942. Raylaine 
took its case to the United 
ee | Sttaes Court of Claims in 1950.

Won't Be Any Election Next Week, Salam 
Declares — Blow to Hopes for 
Early Settlement. 


BEIRUT, July 25 ‘(AP)— 
Rebel leader Saeb Salam said 
today the rebels will not per- 
mit presidential elections to be 
held as long as President Ca- 
mille Chamoun is in power 
and foreign troops are in Leb- 
anon. 

“There will not be any elec- 
tion next week,” Salam said. 
His statement dealt. .a heavy 


blow to hopes for an early 
settlement of the Lebanese 
crisis. Parliament is sched- 


uled to meet Thursday to elect 
a successor to Chamoun. 

“The Lebanese’ revolution 
will not permit the holding of 
any presidential election in the 
shadow of tanks, planes and 
fleets of foreign troops,"’ Salam 
told newsmen. 

Salam did not explain how 
he intended to prevent the 
election. But it was generally 
assumed the election will not 
be held unless there is prior 
agreement between the Gov- 
ernment and the opposition on 
a compromise candidate.

BOTTLE ATTACK — 
ON U.S. EMBASSY ; 
REDS CHAGRINED 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP) 
—A bombardment of 18 empty 
beer bottles over the back- 
yard wall of the United States 
embassy in Moscow two nights 
ago damaged five automobiles 


in the embassy compound, 
State Department officials said 
today.

Soviet Union has formally 
warned Turkey against attack- 
ing Iraq. The broadcast, in the 
Turkish language, said a note 
to this effect was presented to 
Turkey yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 
(UPI) — President Eisenhower 
made it plain to Premier 


Krushchev today that if a sum- 
mit meeting is held this coun- 
try will want wo examine the 
Soviet role in fomenting strife 
in the Middle East. 

In a letter to the Soviet 
Premier, Mr. Eisenhower re- 
jected Khrushchev's proposal 
to limit the summit meeting to 
United States and British troop 
action in Lebanon and Jordan. 


The President § also told 
Khrushchev it should be up to 
the United Nations Security 
Council to say who may par- 
ticipate in te. hproposed con- 
ference and when and under 


what conditions it should be 
held. 

Ambassador Called In. 
The permanent members of 
the Security Council who 
would make such decisions are 
Britain, Nationalist China, 
| France, Russia and the United 
States. 

Soviet Ambassador Mikhael 
A. Menshikov was called to 
the office of Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles to receive 
the President's message _ to 
Khrushchev. 

Mr. Eisenhower's letter re- 
called that he told Khrush- 
chev in a note on July 22 this 
country would participate in 
a summit conference at the 
U.N. in New York “if such 
a meeting were generally de- 
sired.”’ Khrushchev replied that 
he would like to start the meet- 
ing next Monday, with India 
and the Arab states participat- 
ing

‘Indirect Aggression." 

The President has said the 
troubles in the Middle East 
were the result of “indirect 
aggression.” In today's note he 
said: 

“T would . .. be lacking 
in candor if I did not make 
clear that to put peace and 
security on a more stable basis 
in the Middle East requires far 
more than merely a considerae 
tion of Lebanon and Jordan. 

“These situations are but 
isolated manifestations of far 
broader problems 

“In my opinion the Iinstabil- 
ity of peace and security is in 
large measures due to the jeop- 
ardy in which small nations 
are placed 

“It would be the purpose of 
the United States to deal with

Says He Planned It Since 1934; 


Tells of His Aims and Policies 


Abdel Karim Kassem Declares Opponents 
‘Destroyed Themselves’ When They 
Decided to Send Troops to Jordan, 
Gave His Faction Its Big Chance. |

BAGHDAD, July 25 (AP). 
AM THE SON OF THE ARMY and the nation,” the 
man who commanded the July 14 Iraqi revolution said 


yesterday. It was a revolution, he said, that had grown 
in his mind for 24 years—since the day in 1934 when he left 
military college with a self-appointed mission against political 


corruption. 


“We didn’t want to use arms,” he said, “but there is ar 
Arab proverb that you must use force if there is no other way.” 
Brig. Abdel Karim Kassem, prime minister of the new republic, 
told a news conference how the revolution was planned and 
carried through by a group of army officers to destroy ‘the 


monarchy. 


Kassem repeated his pledge 
to carry out Iraq’s existing in- 
ternational obligations and 
keep friendly relations with all 
who want to be friends. 

He expressed hope that the 
Western countries wouid recog- 
nize the republic soon. He said 
Iraq was unable to say whether 
it will attend next week’s Lon- 
don meeting or remain in the 
Baghdad pact because the 
other members of it have not 
declared their recognition. of 
the new regime. The other 
members are Britain, Turkey, 
Iran and Pakistan. The Unit- 
ed States is linked with the 
pact but is not a member. 

He Had to Bide His Time. 

Wearing a brigadier’s uni- 
form, Kassem sat at the head 
of a big table in the Ministry 
of Defense in his first news 
conference attended by corre- 
spondents from America: Brit- 
ain, Yugoslavia. Germany, Red 
China, Egypt, Greece and else- 
where. 

“From the day I left the 
military college in 1934,” the 
44-year-old officer said, “I re- 
marked that the administra- 
tion and policy of this country 
was going frém bad to worse. 
I decided from that day on a 
revolution. 

“But os a new officer I 
wasn’t in a position to make a 
move to stop the eerrupt ele- 
ments. ... The number of cof- 
rupt elements was increasing 
by the encouragement of those 
who were governing againsth 
the will of the people. 

“Three years ago I became 
commander of a brigade... 
made contacts with other Iraqi 
officers and some civilian ele- 
ments interested in doing

“Concerning our foreign re- 
lations I think everyone knows 
already we are a peaceful state. 
We are building peaceful re- 
lations, the basis of mutual in- 
terests with other states, and 
we consider: ourselves bound 
by the United Nations charter. 

“I am glad to declare to you 
my regards toward the United 
Arab Republic, which was the 
first state to recognize the 
Iraqi republic at the moment 
when my -brother, President 
Nasser, Was outside ‘his coun- 
try in Yugoslavia. 

“All of you know the revolu- 

tion was a surprise and it was 
a surprise even to friendly 
States. It was a top secret. 
No one outside knew anything 
about it not even our closest 
friends. 

“Our policy with the U.A.R. 
is based on solidarity and co- 
operation and we are taking 
consideration toward the first 
state which recognized the 
Iraqi republic. 

Expects Quick Recognition. 

“We will co-operate with 
every friendly state that has 
the wil] to co-operate with us 
for mutual interests,’ Kassem 
continued. 

“T want to express my thanks 


to all the other states who have 
already declared recognition of 


the Iraqi republic. I am sure 
that the question of recogni- 
tion is already settled and all 
other states will take the step 
normally, especially after a 
clarification of the situation in 
Iraq.

What is being sought now is a military es- 
tablishment so modern, so powerful and so 
efficient that no aggressor will be foolish 
enough to take the steps that would lead to 
the holocaust of atomic war. If the provi- 
sions of the new bill are wisely used, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of Defense 
McElroy should be able to pursue this goal 
with less of the waste and service bickering 
that have for so long distressed the citizen. 


The measure largely frees the hands of 
the Secretary of Defense to act decisively. 
It removes ambiguities as to his authority. It 
gives him full control of unified commands in 
the field. It gives him much greater latitude 
in handling problems inherent in changing 
concepts and new developments in weapons 
systems. It allows his very important Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to have the staff they neéd 
for strategic planning that will be national 
in scope instead of service-limited. 


Most unfortunately, the bill still contains 
permission for a member of the Jojnt Chiefs 
of Staff or one of the three service secretaries 
to go over the head of the Secretary of De- 
fense and present any defense recommenda- 
tion to the Congress. Although this provision 
has never been used in the 10 years it has 
been on the books, and although the Presi- 
dent has said the bill meets all his recom- 
mendations “except in relatively minor as- 
pects,” this section is still what Mr. Eisen- 
hower called it when the bill was before the 
House: “legalized insubordination,” which in- 
vites interservice rivalries and “suggests that 
Congress hopes for disobedience.” 

. . . 

Also, except in time of war or national 
emergency, the Secretary of Defense may not 
change the combat function of any service 
without the consent of Congress. The effect 
of this is to give either branch of Congress 
a veto over any function change. If unwisely 
used it could play a part in service rivalries 
and in hamstringing an essential prepared- 
ness program. 

Despite these shortcomings, the Eisenhower 
reform program should do much to maintain 
that fine balance between executive and leg- 
islative authority which is essential if our 


fessionalism — without Prussianism — that is 
needed today. Civilian .control has been 
strengtheded. Military responsibility and the 
means of swiftly delineating it have been 
made quite plain. It should no longer be so 
difficult to fit new weapons into the,service 
structures that have been so rigid” The 
armed forces and the nation should now'be 
much better able to obtain maximum results 
from defense dollars.

On a National Mission 

The renewed agitation in Congress for a 
permanent United Nations police force is wel- 
come. The Lebanon crisis has re-emphasized 
what the Egyptian crisis of two years ago 
made clear—that the U.N. ought to have such 
a force permanently in being, ready to be 
sent wherever trouble breaks out. The very 
existence of the force might increase the lev- 
eragesfor peaceful settlement of international 
disputes. 

For the sake of clarity and realism, how- 
ever, it shotid be understood that, were a 
U.N. police force in existence today, there is 
no assurance at all that it would be in Leba- 
non instead of the United States Marines. And 
this is not primarily due to the veto power. 
It is due to the fact that the U.N. has never 
decided that what has been happening in 
Lebanon justified sénding an international 
armed force to deal with it. 

Instead, the Security Council sent a small 


the national legislatures at Washington and 
Ottawa. 

Prime Minister Diefenbaker of Canada made 
such a joint legislative council an item on the 
agenda of his recent meeting in Ottawa with 
President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles. 
He told Commons afterward that he under- 
stood no decision could be reached between 
the two heads of state because of the separa- 
tion of powers in the United States Constitu- 
tion, but that he hoped his talks with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower would stimulate action in 
Congress. The Canadian Senate has since 
approved creation of such a joint committee, 


On our side of the border, a joint Canadian- 
United States legislative council had already 
been proposed in the House. Representatives 
Brooks Hays of Arkansas and Frank M. Cof- 
fin of Maine, members of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, proposed it in a report last 
May on United States-Canadian relations. 
Since then, the admission of Alaska to state- 
hood has given incréased importance and 
urgency to the proposal. 


For the proposed paving of the Alcan High- 
way and the development of the Yukon river 
will require co-operative action by the two 
governments, as other developments of nat- 
ural resources, industry and commerce have 
already required it for the benefit of the 48 
states. which Alaska now joins. As Senator 
Neuberger says, the distinguishing fact about 
our relations with Canada is that “they go far 
beyond technical, diplomatic relations such 
as we have with many other countries.” His 
objective is “some kind of new organ, a joint 
political instrument which has enough au- 
thority to make both governments listen.” In 
the joint legislative committee we believe 
there is an idea of potentially great value for 
the cultivation of good neighborliness.

Sad Sam Jones now is a winning pitcher.

Although Folley was a 22-1 
favorite, Rademacher had many 
supporters who pointed out he 
floored Patterson in their bout 
last summer and is a much 
improved fighter. 

But Folley was unimpressed 
and vowed he not only would 
beat Rademacher but would try 
for a knockout to strengthen 
his claims on a bout with Pat- 
terson after the champion 
meets Roy Harris here Aug. 18. 

Rademacher and Folley met 
twice before as amateurs with 
a win a piece. But both main- 
tain they are better fighters 
and predicted victories for 
themselves. 

Folley is well known to fight 
fans around the nation from 
his television appearances but 
Rademacher’s bout with Patter- 
son was not televised and the 
films were delayed so that few 
people saw them. 

Rademacher, slightly bald- 
ing, is a standup type of bat- 
tler who looks like a throw- 
back to the era of John L., 
Sullivan. He has an annoying 
left that bothered Patterson in 
their bout and a good punch, 
as the champion readily agrees. 

Folley is chiefly a counter- 
puncher with the ability to 
offer little target to an oppon- 
ent and can bother him with 
quick punches. The Chandler, 
Ariz., boxer has an outstand- 
ing record as a professional. 
After losing his first two pro 
bouts here in Los Angeles he 
went on to win 41 fights, 
fighting two draws. 

Although most experts, in- 
cluding Patterson, picked 
Folley if the bout went the 
route, the Negro boxer said he 
would be trying for a knock- 
out. He pointed out that in 
the past two years he has been 
dropped only once, by Wayne 
Bethea, whom he beat twice

Trade-In Infiltrating 
The Home Buying Field

NEW YORK—The “trade-in” 
has probably been a fixture on 
the auto marketing scene ever 
since the horse and buggy be- 
gan making way for the Stanley 
Steamer, 

Now, in only slightly differ- 
ent dress, it is infiltrating the 
home buying field. 

The mechanics of the home 
trade-in vary somewhat from 
broker to broker, but in all of 
its variations the plan is de- 
signed to ease the pinch of a 
not uncommon dilemma. 

This is the dilemma which 


luctant to give up the old home 
until you've signed the deed on 
the new one. But signing the 
deed on the new one takes 
money that can be realized only 
by selling the old one, 


The home trade-in squares 
this circle by breaking it. Here's 
how. The broker agrees to sell 
your house within 30 days on 
the condition that you pick the 
new one from among those list- 
ed in his files. If he fails to 
sell the old house within the 
stipulated time, he is commit- 
ted to taking it off your hands 
at a mutually agreeable fig- 
ure, hoping, of course, to un- 
load it at a later date.

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Entry Hall 
Coming Back 
Into Favor 


The entry hall, an indispens- 
able part of every home in 
grandmother's day, is coming 
back strongly into favor. The 
streamlined entrance, with the 
full view into every part of the 
house, is not wearing well with 
the modern American woman. 


The entry hall permits a 
woman's home to be her pri- 
vate castle—that is the consen- 
sus of the majority of 100 
delegates to the Congress 
which is sponsored by McCall's 
Magazine as a continuing pub- 
lic service. Practical reasons, 
as well as the need for more 
formality, should dictate the 
inclusion of this essential fea- 
ture by architects in every 
house they plan. 

Most women,said they want 
an entry hall because they ob- 
ject to people walking right 
into their living rooms, particu- 
larly when they are entertain- 
ing. Others pointed out that 
when people they didn’t want 
to invite to enter the house 
called, they could talk with 
them in the entry hall, and 
send them on their way with- 
out offense. Without an entry 
hall. said the delegates, the un- 
invited guests would have to be 
received in the living room 
which could be construed as an 
“invitation” to stay and chat or 
have coffee. 

One delegate described a 
home without an entry hall “‘in- 
hospitable” and a “cluttered 
mess.” Others told of the con- 
venience of having space to 
take off wet clothes and of the 
need for a closet in the entry 
hall.

If it does, exactly 
what can you expect? What 
defenses do you have? Will 
you lose money on the sale or 
turn a profit?

After you're offered a price, 
you usually have two or three 
weeks to decide. Will you take 
the offer, or will you be one of 
the two or three homeowners 
in 100 who reject it? 


If you accept, you sign an 
agreement, get a check for the 
whole amount within 30 to 
60 days. You also get a dead- 
line for moving, which may be 
60 days to two years. 


If you reject the offer, the 
state files condemnation pro- 
ceedings. You'll be summoned 
before a court-appointed im- 
partial referee or review board 
to tell your story — and if 
you're wise, you'll take a good 
lawyer with you. The board or 
referee will listen to you and 
to the state and will recom- 
mend a new price to the court. 


If you're still unsatisfied, 
you can go to trial—with or 
without a jury, as you wish. 
This is the end of the road and 
as far as you're concerned it's 
something of a gamble. The

be more money than the state 


, originally offered — or less. 
: Whatever it is, you and the

is the only extra outlay a 
trade-in will cost your Thi§ 
is the price of convenience. 


There ts convenience for the 
broker too, of course. The 
trade-in generates more coni- 
mission money for him and po 
tentially it also offers him thé 
possibility of trading profit— 
if he manages to sell your olf 
house at a price higher than 
the one he has agreed on. 

There is room for a bit of 
judicious haggling on the fix, 
ing of this price. Some brokers, 
if you cannot come to terms, 
will agree to try to sell at yotr 
price for 30 days. If it turns 
out to be a white elephant aft- 
er that period, he wil] still 
take it off your hands, but at 
his original price. Thirty days 
may seem like a rather short 
trial flight, but the evidence 
indicates that a realistically 
priced house usually goes with 
the first month after it has 
been put on the block.

Do You Like Your Job? 


IT STAGGERED ME to hear the other day from an 
expert in psychological testing that one out of three Amer- 
icans doesn't like his job. 

Among the students in American colleges, too, one-half 
don’t graduate. Whether this is because they should never 
have been admitted to college in the first place, or because 
they lost interest half way through, wasn’t made clear. 


What does seem apparent is that a-large pro- 
portion of us is not getting the satisfaction neces- 
sary to do our jobs well. 


Realistically, not everyone can work at the ideal job. 
But there are many ways to avoid discontent and its corro- 
sive effect upon the personality. 


I know an intellectual whose background seemed to fit 
him best for a career as a professor or teacher of some 
kind. Instead, through some trick of fate, he has been sell- 
ing insurance all his adult life. It was certainly not the 
best job for him, but he has made an adequate living. He 
has been, however, a happy fulfilled man. How? 

He has been a great reader, but at the same time he 
has found a way to combine his love of books and research 
with activity for his hands. He has become most expert in 
the restoratiog and finishing of antiques and has furnished 
his house beautifully with them. If he wanted to supple- 
ment his income with furniture refinishing, he could do so 
handsomely. 


It has been pointed oyt that the prime cause for dis- 
content among the workers in our industrial society is that 
any man or woman working on the production line never 
has the satisfaction of creating a product in its entirety, 
as did the ‘craftsmen of other generations. Actually the 
word “manufacture” originally meant “to make by hand.” 

But we can make up for this loss and fulfill a strong 
emotional and even physical need by mastering such arts 
as furniture refinishing. It is good for husbands and wives 
to find hobbies they can follow together, and this is cer-

ELEANOR ROOSEVELT This does not sound so 
peaceful, and it does not look as though any of the govern- 
ments under the influence of the Soviet Union are being 
very peaceful. 

In the papers, also, there was an announcement that 
leading members of the deposed government of Iraq will be 
put on trial before the supreme military tribunal. This 
seems almost ludicrous, for what will be said at that trial 
is a foregone conclusion. 


There undoubtedly was discontent in Iraq 
among the people, which the Army capitalized on 
in order to take over. They now call the govern- 
ment a republic. It is, however, no more truly a 
republic than it was before. The people have just 

_ changed masters. They may hope for better things, 
but we will have to wait and see. 


We may be sure, however, that assurances and prob- 
ably help was given to this military group by Nasser and 
the Soviets because they felt that the former government 
was orientated toward the West, and the present govern- 
ment is certainly going to be dominated by the Soviets 
through Nasser. 

I think we are moving in the right direction by insist- 


ing that any summit meeting on the Middle East problems | 
be held within the U.N. One suggestion that I read pro- |. 
posed that the Security Council nominate a subcommittee | © 
to which the heads of Great Britain, France, the United | 


States, the Soviet Union and India would be appointed. 
This would certainly accomplish the result of calling to-

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Short Break From the Farm

DESPITE HOT DAYS and 
more rain during July than 
we've needed, it has been lohg 
since Missouri could boast 
such a summer as this. There 
have been that would dis- 
appoint a fisherman — and 
others when it wasn’t easy to 
get our hay baled and into the 
barn without get it wet. 

But streams are g and 
lakes are filled to the ‘be 
and we've had lots of fine va- 
cation weather. Moreover, as 
fast as we cut hay it grows 
again, and no farmer could ask 
for more. Weeds grow in the 
garden like Jack's beanstalk 
but somehow the vegetables 
keep pace with them, so that 
now we're enjoying tomatoes 
and roasting ears along with 
all the rest. 


Each morning down our | 


country road a new crop of 
blue chicory blossoms vies 
with the azure sky, and bright 
yellow goldfinches come to 
perch atop the tall plants, har- 
vesting the seed formed from 
last week's flowers. 


It is always hard to leave 
the farm at this season, but 
last week we did steal a 
couple of days for a trip to 
Doniphan. Our objective was 
to float the lower Current 
to the Arkansas line and to 
get another chapter or two 
written on our Current river 
book, the manuscript of 
which is nearing completion 
at long last. 


The Wright family of Doni- 
phan had invited us to put up 
at their King Bee lodge, an 
elderly and unpretentious but 
comfortable clubhouse which 
they built on the river bank 
years ago. King Bee is directly 
across from the town and only 
a few hundred yards below the 
bridge, yet as isolated as if it 
were in the wilderness. Thus 
we were delighted to take ad- 
vantage of the invitation, for it 
isn’t easy to set up a type- 
writer on a gravel bar, and we 
managed during our short stay 
to make the lower river float 
and actually do some writing. 

The name “King Bee” in- 
trigued us and we inquired as 
to its origin. It turned out that 
this was the name of the first 
sawmill established in 1884 by 
Tom Wright, father of the big 
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LEONARD HALL 


Wright family. King Bee was, 
in fact, not only a sawmill, but 
also a small community that 
boasted a store and hotel and 
a number of nomes. It was lo- 
cated on the Little Black that 
parallels the Current some 12 
miles to eastward and joins it 
just south of the Missouri- 
Arkansas line. When the big 
timber within easy cutting dis- 
tance of King Bee was gone— 
and the whole lumber business 
declined in the Ozarks as the 
huge pine rafts came down the 
Mississippi from Minnesota 
and Wisconsin — the Wrights 
moved to Doniphan and started 
a gravel screening operation 
which is their primary business 
today. 

I like big families, probably 
because of having been raised 
along with seven other noisy 
young Halls. But it is espe- 
cially interesting when a big 
family sticks together, as the 
Wrights have done in Doni- 
phan. When the father died, a 
goom@ many years ago, his 
daughter Dorothy, who had 
worked with him, took over the 
responsibility of running the 
business until the younger 
brothers came along. There 
were some older 


members of 


the family, but these had mar- 


ried and assumed responsibili- 
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ties of their own. Dorothy 
found time to marry Jerome 
Burford and raise a family. 
Now there are four of them in 
the T. L. Wright Lumber Co., 
including our friend T. L. who 
is one of Missouri's leading 
conservationists. 

We drove south to Doniphan 
in the late afternoon. Bill and 
Joe Wright took us across the 
river to Bee and we wete 
entranced to find this isolated 
lodge buried in deep forest at 
the river's edge, yet almost 


within calling distance of the 


town. We unlocked the gate 
and drove along a winding 
gravel road where big trees 
closed in on both sides. 

At the lodge, which is set on 
high concrete pilings against 
the occasional floods that roll 
down past Doniphan, we were 
greeted by a symphony of bird 
song. As 1 unpacked the car 
and Bill and I set the canoe on 
the ground, I identified a half- 
dozen of the songsters. 


The reception committee 
included a remarkable com- 
bination of the wood thrush, 
which always reminds Ginnie 
of swinging in an old-fash- 
ioned rope swing, and all 
three of the mimics: Catbird, 
brown thrasher and mock- 
ingbird. A Carolina wren 
scolded from beside the 
house and a pair of indigo 
buntings flashed through the 
willows that lined the river. 


We had a toddy with Joe and 
Bill and a half-hour later 
joined the whole Wright: fam- 
ily for a picnic supper at the 
camp ground maintained by 
the United States Forest Serv- 
ice, a few miles up Current 
river.

Q. Which is the largest of all 
crabs? 


A. The giant Japanese spider 
crab is, by far, the largest. In 
some cases its body is from 14 
to 18 inches wide, but that is 
only part of the story. Its 
longest legs—those with pincers 
—have been known to have a 
length of five and a half feet. 
From one pincer to another, 
the “spread” may be 12 feet.

Many land hermits, but not 
all, use the same kinds of 
shells to cover their abdo- | 
mens as do their relatives of 
the sea. The land hermits 
go back to salt water during 
the breeding season. 


A large member of the land 
hermit group is the coconut 
crab, also called the robber 
crab. Its body is about nine 
inches wide, and its bulky legs 
spread out (while it is elimb- 
ing) enough to make the total 
width 18 or 20 inches. 


The coconut crab is able to 
climb a palm to reach the coco- 
nuts. This action was doubted | 
when white travelers returned | 
home with reports about the 
crab. Since then, however, a 
scientific study has been made 
of the animal, and photographs 
show it in the act of climbing.
